Gifts to recommend 'em to the World, 
ſhould in ſo ſhort a time, as during their own 
Lives, difperſe the Chriſtian Faith over fo 
great a Part of the Earth ; and that in ſpight 
of all the Oppoſition they met with trom 
Fews and Inſidels; and yet we are aſſured 
that by an Aſſiſtance from Above, they did 
conquer all Difficulties, and advanc'd the 
Work that was put into their Hands to a 


great Degree of Perfection. 


And when that Doctrine had loſt much

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could imagine that that Practice was con- 
ſiderable enough to produce ſuch vaſt Conſe- 


quences, as ſhaking off the Papal Tyranny 


in ſo great a part of the Empire.
